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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-10 are under consideration in this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the combined 
teachings of Finkelstein et al. I (US2004/0235904), II (US 2004/0177804). 

Finkelstein et all, II teach the instant process. Note page 3, section [0027] of 
Finkelstein et al. I or page 10, sections [0208]-[0210] of Finkelstein et al. II. Further, Finkelstein 
et al. II teach that crystallization may be induced by an anti-solvent. As here, pantoprazole free 
base is reacted with sodium hydroxide in a solvent. The reaction of a pantoprazole free base 
with sodium hydroxide does not render the process step itself patentable, anew; In re Albertson , 
141 USPQ 730, which was specifically reaffirmed on the last page of In re Kuehl 177 USPQ 
250. 

One having ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to employ the process of 
the prior art with the expectation of obtaining the desired product, because he would have 
expected the analogous starting materials to react similarly. It has been held that application of 
an old process to a new and analogous material to obtain a result consistent with the teachings of 
the art would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill. 
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Chemistry is a teaching of analogous reactions, that enables one of ordinary skill in the art 
to predict synthesis routes. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 3, 5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 1, 3 and 5, the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite because it 
is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See 
MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

The term includes in claim 7 is indefinite because it allows for the inclusion of other 

steps. 

Drawings
